A P —The Sen­ 
ate formally begins today its his­ 
toric study of the pros and cons 
of the nuclear test ban agreement, 
with the views of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff figuring to weigh heavily 
in the scales. 
Undersecretary of State W. Av- 
erell Harriman is .scheduled to 
lead off the drive to win Senate 
ratification of the American. Brit­ 
ish and Soviet agreement on a 
treaty to ban all nuclear tests ex­ 
cept those under ground. 
Harriman, who helped negotiate 
the pact in Moscow 
appears be­ 
fore a closed, joint session of the 
Senate Foreign Relations. Senate 
Armed Services and Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committees. 
Harriman and Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk face intensive ques­ 
tioning on 
the agreement 
and 
whether there may be in the offing 
any collateral pacts with the So­ 
viet Union, such as a nonaggres­ 
sion declaration proposed by So­ 
viet Premier Khrushchev. 
However, 
the administrr ion’s 
strong support for the treaty—led 
by President Kennedy’s declara­ 
tion that it is “an important first 
step” toward peace—seemed like­ 
ly to need a nolstering endorse­ 
ment from the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff.

De Gaulle noted that the Mos­ 
cow agreement does not prevent 
the three major nuclear powers 
from continuing the manufacture 
of these weapons. 
He said- “ The agreem ent can 
be denounced in three months. It 
changes nothing in the terrible 
menace which the nuclear weap­ 
ons of the two great powers hold 
over the world.”
